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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  The  American  University  will  open 
its  fall  sessions  on  Friday,  September  18,  1942,  with  the  registration  of  all 
freshmen  for  the  Orientation  Program.  Registration  for  courses  will  be 
held  on  Saturday,  Monday,  and  Tuesday,  September  19,  21  and  22. 
Classes  convene  for  the  first  time  on  Wednesday,  September  23. 

THE  ACCELERATED  PROGRAM 

The  College  offers  an  accelerated  program  enabling  a  student  to  com- 
plete his  college  course  in  less  than  three  calendar  years. 

ADMISSION 

Students  who  have  not  filed  their  applications  and  credentials  for  admis- 
sion to  the  College  should  do  so  at  once.  Registration  cannot  be  made  or 
classification  determined  unless  applications  are  received  before  the  open- 
ing days.  The  Director  of  Admissions  will  examine  applications  and  cre- 
dentials.    Necessary  blanks  may  be  secured  from  the  Registrar's  Office. 

Students  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  College  after  Monday,  October  5. 

PHYSICIAN'S  CERTIFICATE 

Each  entering  student  is  required  to  file  with  the  Registrar  a  complete 
health  record  filled  out  by  the  family  physician.

ORIENTATION  WEEK  PROGRAM 
Required  of  all  New  Students 

All  new  students  entering  the  University  this  fall  must  participate  in 
the  Orientation  Program. 

The  program  is  carefully  planned  ( 1 )  to  establish  an  esprit  de  corps 
among  the  students  and  an  appreciation  of  the  traditions  and  ideals  of  the 
college;   (2)   to  help  students  clarify  their  educational  objectives  and  to 
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understand  the  "self  educational"  program  of  the  College  as  defined  in  the 
catalog;  (3)  to  appreciate  how  the  resources  of  Washington  may  be  util- 
ized; and  (4)  to  develop  study  habits,  time  budgets,  and  social  ideals  which 
will  make  life  in  the  College  most  valuable. 

New  students,  who  do  not  reside  in  the  residence  halls,  pay  a  fee  of  five 
dollars  to  cover  the  cost  of  living  at  the  College  during  the  program. 
These  students  live  on  the  campus  from  Friday  morning  until  Tuesday 
afternoon.

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A  Message  from   PRESIDENT  DOUGLASS 

THE  COLLEGE  MAN'S  STATUS  IN  A  NATION  AT  WAR 

To  the  Men  of  The  American  University: 

The  men  of  The  American  University,  like  other  college  men  through- 
out the  nation,  are  asking  this  question:  What  can  I  do  best  to  serve  my 
country? 

College  men  are  faced  with  decisions  which  affect  their  own  futures 
as  well  as  the  destiny  of  civilization.  What  certainty  is  offered  that  a 
man  who  enrolls  in  college  this  autumn  will  be  allowed  to  complete  his 
college  career? 

The  answers  to  the  questions  about  the  college  man's  status  in  a  nation 
at  war  follow. 

1.  Accelerated  Program.  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  has  an  accel- 
erated program  which  enables  a  student  to  complete  his  college  course  in 
less  than  three  years. 

2.  Advisor  to  college  men.  To  give  its  men  the  benefit  of  exact  and 
sympathetic  counselling  on  their  status  and  to  direct  them  in  the  specific 
steps  that  may  be  taken,  the  College  has  appointed  Professor  Earl  A.  Den- 
nis as  Executive  and  Liaison  Officer  of  the  Joint  Army-Navy-Marine  Corps 
Procurement  Board  established  by  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  Navy  on 
July  4,  1942. 

Professor  Dennis  is  ready  to  counsel  men  during  the  day  or  evening. 
Write,  telephone,  or  wire  Professor  Dennis  if  he  can  be  helpful.  His 
office  is  located  in  the  Department  of  Biology,  Hurst  Hall.  The  office 
telephone  number  is  Woodley  6800. 

Programs  established  by  the  Government  to  enable  college  men  to  con- 
tinue their  college  courses  are  summarized  below : 

1.  Army  Enlisted  Corps  (ERC).  Any  student  of  The  American  Uni- 
versity who  meets  physical  requirements  for  entrance  to  an  officer  candidate 
school  may  enlist  in  the  ERC.  Enlisted  juniors  and  seniors  are  permitted 
to  complete  their  college  course.  Following  graduation  they  are  ordered 
to  active  duty  and  are  commissioned  upon  graduation  from  an  Officer 
Candidate  School.  Enlisted  freshmen  and  sophomores  qualify  for  con- 
tinued reserve  status  by  examination  taken  prior  to  the  end  of  the  sopho- 
more year. 

Students  who  do  not  qualify  by  such  examination  and  all  other  enlisted 
students  who  do  not  maintain  satisfactory  standing  are  ordered  to  active 
duty.

2.  Army  Air  Corps  Enlisted  Reserve.  (Plan  B)  Any  student  of  The 
American  University  who  passes  simplified  intelligence  and  aptitude  exami- 
nations may  enlist  as  a  private  in  the  AACER.  Students  so  enlisting  may 
continue  in  college  until  graduation. 

3.  Navy  V-l  Program.  Any  freshman,  sophomore,  or  junior  who  could 
have  been  admitted  to  the  program  in  his  sophomore  year,  who  meets  the 
physical  requirements  for  a  commission,  may  enlist  in  the  V-l  Program  and 
continue  in  college  until  graduation.  Prior  to  the  end  of  the  sophomore 
year,  a  qualifying  examination  is  given,  prepared  by  the  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Teaching.  Students  who  pass  with  satisfac- 
tory grades  are  allowed  to  continue  their  college  course;  those  who  fail 
are  permitted  to  finish  the  first  two  calendar  years  of  college  and  are  then 
ordered  to  active  duty.  Students  who  qualify  are  transferred  to  the  V-5 
or  V-7  class. 

4.  Navy  V-5  Program.  Any  student  who  has  qualified  through  the  V-l 
Program  and  who  is  physically  and  psychologically  qualified  for  appoint- 
ment as  naval  aviation  cadet  and  who  passes  the  Aviation  Classification 
Test,  may  enlist  in  the  V-5  Program  and  will  be  deferred  from  orders 
to  training  duty  until  the  completion  of  the  current  academic  year  only. 

5.  Navy  V-7.  Reserve  Midshipmen  (Deck,  Engineering,  and  Special 
Service  Officer  candidates).  Juniors  and  seniors  of  The  American  Uni- 
versity, except  those  transferring  from  Class  V-l  who  need  meet  only  physi- 
cal qualifications  for  Special  Service,  may  enlist  in  the  V-7  program.  They 
are  ordered  to  training  duty  when  the  baccalaureate  degree  is  received. 

6.  Marine  Corps.  Any  student  of  The  American  University,  enlisting 
in  the  Marine  Corps,  will  be  retained  on  inactive  status  until  graduation 
from  college  and  will  be  ordered  to  training  duty  when  the  baccalaureate 
degree  is  received.  Students  withdrawing  from  college  or  who  fail  pro- 
motion to  the  next  higher  class  are  transferred  to  general  service  as  enlisted 
men. 

Enlisted  Students  Not  Subject  to  Selective  Service 

1.  Enrolled  members  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  enlisted  corps  are 
not  subject  to  induction  by  the  Selective  Service. 

2.  As  soon  as  a  man  decides  to  matriculate  in  The  American  University 
or  to  return  as  a  sophomore,  junior,  or  senior,  he  should  advise  Professor 
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Dennis  of  the  fact  and  take  steps  necessary  to  enable  him  to  complete  his 
college  career  so  that  he  can  the  better  serve  his  nation. 

3.  The  privilege  of  continuing  college  study  is  allowed  only  to  men  who 
excel  in  scholarship.  Mathematics,  physics,  and  chemistry  are  basic  sub- 
jects in  all  enlisted  corps  programs. 

The  Government  reserves  the  right  to  call  enlisted  men  to  active  duty 
without  regard  to  enlisted  reserve  status,  if  a  desperate  war  situation  makes 
such  mobilization  of  manpower  imperative. 

Medical  Administrative  Corps,  ERC 

Students  of  The  American  University  enlisted  in  the  Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps,  and  taking  courses  in  preparation  for  matriculation  in  APPROVED 
medical,  dental,  or  veterinary  schools,  may  be  commissioned  second  lieuten- 
ants when  they  submit  satisfactory  evidence  of  acceptance  as  matriculants 
in  approved  medical,  dental,  or  veterinary  schools  for  the  next  succeeding 
term  following  their  graduation.  Upon  matriculation,  such  students  are 
discharged  from  the  ERC  in  order  to  accept  appointment  in  the  Medical 
Administrative  Corps,  Army  of  the  United  States. 

Exemption  of  Students  Preparing  for  the  Ministry 

Students  of  The  American  University  who  are  juniors  or  seniors,  and 
sophomores  near  the  close  of  the  second  year,  may  be  given  occupational 
classification.  Congress  has  established  this  classification  in  recognition 
of  the  necessity  of  religious  guidance  and  education  as  vital  to  the  welfare 
of  the  nation.  Professor  Dennis  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  establish 
occupational  classification,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  students. 

Medical,  Dental,  And  Veterinary  Students 

Directives  are  forthcoming  which  will  establish  occupational  classification 
for  students  preparing  themselves  for  medical,  dental,  or  veterinary  service. 

Occupational  Deferment 

Occupational  deferment  may  be  allowed  to  students  specializing  in  chem- 
istry, accounting,  economics,  mathematics,  physics,  personnel  administration, 
psychology,  and  statistics. 

GOVERMENT  LOANS 

The  Government  makes  loans  available  to  students  in  accelerated  pro- 
grams in  the  fields  of  engineering,  physics,  chemistry,  and  medicine.  These 
loans  may  be  made  in  the  amount  of  tuition  plus  $25.00  a  month. 
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Residence  Accommodations 

Rooms  in  the  residence  halls  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  for  new  stu- 
dents on  Thursday,  September  17.  Friday  morning  breakfast  is  the  first 
meal  served,  but  the  Refectory  is  open  to  students  for  all  meals  on  Thursday. 

Rooms  in  the  residence  halls  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  for  former 
students  on  Monday,  September  21.  The  first  meal  open  to  former 
students  is  Monday  evening  dinner. 

The  residence  halls  are  closed  during  stated  vacations  of  the  College. 
Under  special  circumstances,  students  may  arrange  with  the  Business 
Manager  for  residence  accommodations  during  such  holidays. 

Laundry 

The  University  is  responsible  for  laundering  a  number  of  sheets,  pillow 
cases,  and  towels  each  week  as  determined  by  the  Business  Manager,  but 
will  not  undertake  to  launder  personal  effects. 

Board 

All  students  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining  Room.  The  first 
regular  meal  served  will  be  dinner  at  6:15  o'clock  on  Monday,  September 
21.  The  regular  hours  for  dining  are  breakfast,  7:45-8:15;  luncheon, 
12:30-1 :00;  dinner,  6:15.  On  Sunday,  breakfast  is  served  from  9:00-9:30 
and  dinner  at  1  :30. 

The  University  does  not  accept  responsibility  for  students  who  require 
special   diet. 

The  fees  for  resident  students  dining  in  the  Refectory  include  break- 
fasts and  dinners  only.  Luncheons  are  served  cafeteria  style  and  are  paid 
for  each  day  by  the  student.  Coupon  books  offer  cafeteria  discounts  to 
all  students.     No  rebate  is  allowed  for  students  absent  from  meals. 

Because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  price  situation,  the  University  expressly 
reserves  the  right  to  alter  the  fees  for  room  and  board. 

Personal  Property 

The  University  does  not  assume  responsibility  for  any  personal  property 
of  students. 

Pictures  of  New  Students 

Students  will  have  their  pictures  taken  for  the  records  during  registra- 
tion week.  Pictures  are  taken  free  until  October  5 ;  after  that  date  a 
fifty  cent  fee  is  charged. 

Class  Attendance 

The  following  regulations  govern  absences: 

1.  A  student  in  the  first  semester  of  work  in  the  College  is  required 
to  attend  regularly  all  classes  and  laboratory  periods  for  which  such  stu- 
dent has  registered. 

2.  A  student  who  attains  a  grade  index  of  2.00  or  above  in  a  given 
semester  is  allowed  unlimited  absences  during  the  semester  following.     It 
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is  definitely  understood,  however,  that  the  Student  himself  is  responsible 
for  completing  the  work  of  a  course  in  a  way  that  is  entirely  satisfactory 
to  the  instructor. 

3.  A  student  who  is  absent  from  a  class  or  laboratory  period  during 
the  regular  college  day  immediately  preceding  or  following  a  vacation 
or  holiday  period  is  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  two  dollars  for  each  class, 
laboratory,  or  chapel  service  missed ;  but  the  total  fee  for  one  day  of 
absence  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars.  Fees  collected  are  added  to  the 
student  loan  fund.  Fees  for  absences  may  be  suspended  by  the  Dean  of 
the  College  only  for  the  following  reasons:  personal  illness  certified  by 
physician  or  parents;  extreme  illness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family; 
authorized  trips  for  College  athletic  contests,  concerts,  debates,  or  other 
performances;  approved  working  positions  preceding  the  Christmas  or  the 
spring  vacation.  Permission  to  be  absent  from  the  College  on  account 
of  athletic  trips,  debates,  or  other  activity  must  be  secured  from  the 
Dean  of  the  College  in  advance  of  the  absence.  Any  certificates  covering 
absences  must  be  presented  to  the  Dean  within  ten  days  after  the  absence. 

4.  Unless  satisfactorily  explained  at  the  close  of  a  recitation,  a  tardiness 
may  be  entered  on  the  instructor's  record  as  an  absence. 

5.  Excessive  unexcused  absences  from  classes  automatically  reduce  credit 
for  the  semester's  work  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  unexcused  absences 
incurred. 

Fees  and  Expenses 

The  academic  year  is  divided  into  two  semesters  of  eighteen  weeks  each. 
The  entire  bill  for  each  semester  is  payable  in  full  in  advance.  Full-time 
students  unable  to  pay  the  entire  amount  in  advance  may,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  a  service  charge  of  one  dollar,  make  payments  as  follows:  one- 
third  in  cash  at  the  time  of  registration ;  one-third  on  November  2 ;  one- 
third  on  December  1.  Failure  to  meet  the  deferred  payments  when  they 
are  due  will  automatically  cancel  registration ;  reinstatement  will  require 
the  payment  of  a  five-dollar  fee.  Class  attendance  cards  are  issued  only 
after  the  adjustment  of  the  semester  bill. 

The  bill  for  the  first  semester  of  the  academic  year  1942-43  is  due  not 
later  than  Wednesday,  September  23 ;  the  bill  for  the  second  semester 
is  due  not  later  than  February  2.  Second  and  third  payments  for  the 
second  semester  are  due  March  2  and  April  5. 

A  fee  for  late  registration  is  charged  if  adjustment  of  bills  is  made  after 
the  dates  for  initial  payments. 

Children  of  clergymen  are  allowed  a  credit  of  $12.50  each  semester 
toward  tuition  fees;  deaconesses  and  local  preachers  who  have  engaged 
in  religious  work  are  allowed  a  credit  of  $12.50  each  semester,  provided 
they  definitely  intend  to  continue  religious  work  as  a  vocation  after  grad- 
uation. For  the  tuition  thus  deferred  the  student  signs  a  promissory  note, 
which  becomes  payable  if  another  vocation  is  followed.  Two  or  more 
children  of  the  same  family  in  attendance  during  the  same  semester  are 
each  granted  a  special  credit  of  $12.50  a  semester  toward  tuition   fees. 
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All  credit  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  full-time  work;  a  student  who 
registers  for  less  than  twelve  hours  does  not  receive  the  benefit  of  a 
reduction.  These  special  reductions  are  not  granted  to  holders  of  scholar- 
ships; they  will  be  doubled  if  the  students  board  and  room  in  college 
dormitories ;  and  they  will  be  continued  only  if  the  student's  grade  average 
is  above  C  for  his  college  work  of  the  preceding  semester. 

Opening  Convocation  and  Chapel 

All  students  must  attend  the  opening  Convocation  on  Wednesday  morn- 
ing, September  23,  at  9:30  o'clock  in  the  Metropolitan  Memorial. 

Beginning  October  1,  students  must  attend  chapel  services  each  Thurs- 
day at  1 1  :25  o'clock  in  Metropolitan  Memorial.  Unexcused  absences  carry 
a  fine  of  one  dollar  each. 

First  Meeting  of  Classes 

All  college  classes  meet  according  to  the  printed  schedule,  beginning 
Wednesday  morning,  September  23,  at  1 1  o'clock.     (See  p.  17.) 

Tuition  Charge 

The  tuition  charge  for  the  year  is  $345  for  full-time  work  of  12  to 
17  credit  hours  each  semester,  including  physical  education.  Of  this 
amount,  $180  is  payable  for  the  first  semester  and  $165  for  the  second 
semester.  The  amount  paid  each  semester  includes  a  registration  fee  of 
ten  dollars  and  a  College  Council  fee  of  eight  dollars  for  the  first  semester 
and  seven  dollars  for  the  second  semester.  These  fees  must  be  paid  in 
cash  and  are  not  refundable.  New  students  pay  in  advance  when  applying 
for  admission  to  the  college.  The  fee  for  each  credit  hour  above  seventeen 
is  ten  dollars  each  semester.  There  are  no  additional  fees  for  library, 
health,  laboratory,  or  graduation.  Miscellaneous  and  special  fees  are  listed 
on  page  89  of  the  current  catalog. 

The  tuition  charge  for  part-time  students  carrying  eleven  hours  or  less 
is  ten  dollars  a  credit-hour  each  semester.  All  part-time  students  carrying 
more  than  one  course  of  study  must  pay  the  College  Council  fee. 

College  Council  Fee 

The  College  Council  fee  is  paid  by  each  student  registered  for  more 
than  one  course  as  a  part  of  the  regular  tuition  charges.  The  fee  is 
distributed  by  the  College  Council  for  the  support  of  student  publications, 
the  Student  Christian  Fellowship,  class  activities,  the  Council  social  pro- 
gram, and  other  student  enterprises.  The  fee  entitles  each  student  to 
an  activities  ticket  which  is  used  for  admission  to  athletic  contests  and 
other  college  events. 

Semester-Hour  Load 

Students  are  expected  to  carry  from  fourteen  to  seventeen  semester-hours 
each   semester  of   the   four-year  course.      Students  earning  part   of   their 
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expenses  by  employment  requiring  mure  than  a  twenty-huur  week,  may 
take  nine  to  twelve  semester-hours  as  a  maximum  load,  physical  education 
excluded. 

The  consent  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  must  be  secured  by  students 
who  desire  to  vary  from  this  schedule.  Faculty  permission  must  be 
secured  by  students  who  desire  to  register  for  more  than  eighteen  semester- 
hours. 

Specific  information  about  class  attendance,  grades  and  points,  and  pro- 
gram course  preference  is  discussed  on  pp.  75-76  of  the  College  catalog. 

Registration 

Registration  for  college  courses  for  the  first  semester  of  the  year  1942-43 
will  be  held  in  Hurst  Hall  beginning  Saturday,  September  19,  and  con- 
tinuing through  Tuesday,  September  22.  A  student  who  enters  after  the 
scheduled  dates  of  registration  will  pay  a  fee  of  three  dollars  for  late 
registration  during  the  first  week  of  the  semester;  a  fee  of  five  dollars 
will  be  charged  for  late  registration  after  the  first  week  of  the  semester. 
Students  will  not  be  registered  for  the  first  semester  after  Monday, 
October  5. 

All  students  will  call  at  the  Registrar's  Office,  in  Hurst  Hall,  for  regis- 
tration cards,  and  will  make  out  their  schedule  of  classes  in  consultation 
with  their  faculty  advisors.  In  the  selection  of  courses,  prescribed  and 
major  studies  take  precedence  over  all  others.  (Consult  the  catalog, 
pages  17-18.)  After  all  cards  are  filled  out  and  approved,  payment  of 
the  term  bill  must  be  made  to  the  Bursar  before  registration  is  complete. 

Change  in  Registration.  A  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  for  any  voluntary 
change  made  in  registration  after  October  5  in  the  first  semester  and 
after  February  16  in  the  second  semester.  No  charge  is  made  for  changes 
effected  by  the  instructor  or  by  the  administration.  No  courses  may  be 
entered  after  these  dates,  and  no  credit  on  the  semester  bill  will  be  allowed 
for  courses  dropped  after  these  dates.  No  course  may  be  dropped  without 
being  recorded  as  a  failure  after  November  16  in  the  first  semester  and 
after  March  29  in  the  second  semester. 

Foreign  Languages 

Students  continuing  a  foreign  language  in  which  they  have  had  two 
years'  preparation  in  high  school  will  register  for  the  second-year  course. 
If  they  have  completed  only  one  year  of  preparation  in  a  language,  and 
desire  to  continue  the  subject,  they  are  admitted  to  the  first-year  course, 
but  college  credit  will  not  be  counted  towards  graduation  for  the  work 
of  the  first  semester  if  the  first-year  preparatory  course  is  used  in  meeting 
the  entrance  requirement. 

Freshman  Studies 

Freshmen  should  register  for  15  to  17  hours  of  work.  Any  variation 
from  these  limits  must  be  approved  in  advance  by  the  Dean  of  the  College. 
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Freshmen  who  are  candidates  for  the  B.A.  degree  are  required  to  take 
the  following  courses: 

English  101-102  (both  semesters) 

Physical  Education  101-102  (both  semesters) 

Speech  101-102  (both  semesters)

Junior  and  Senior  Studies

supporting  courses.  Juniors  are  required  to  take  Physical  Education  301- 
302  and  twelve  hours  in  courses  numbered  above  300.  Seniors  should 
take,  if  necessary,  four  or  more  courses  numbered  above  300.  Senior 
men  are  required  to  take  the  physical  fitness  program.
